Lucien Ira Blake, electrical engineer, was born in Mansfield, Massachusetts, Sep- 
tember 12, 1854. 

In 1872 he entered Amherst College and in 1877 received the degree of A.B. upon 
graduation. This was followed by the A.M. degree in 1880. Three years later, after 
a brilliant career as student, he made the Doctorate in Philosophy at the University of 
Berlin. A year later Dr. Blake accepted the Chair of Physics and Electrical Engineer- 
ing at Rose Polytechnic Institute, Terre Haute, Indiana. 

In 1887 he occupied the Chair of Physics and Electrical Engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Kansas until 1906, when he closed his academic life amid the regrets of his 
associates, colleagues and former students in order that he might attend to duties which 
came to him as a result of his love for practical engineering science. He had already 
achieved the honor of appointment of constructing electrical engineer. United States 
Light House Board, 189.3 to 1894. 

For a number of years Dr. Blake had been studying certain phenomena in ground 
transmission under water, a subject on which he frequently lectured. A result of this 
was the Blake patents, later taken over by the Submarine Signal Company, whose chief 
engineer he was during 1906-07 and whose consulting engineer he remained from the 
latter date until his death in the spring of 191 6. 

Among other notable principles applied to practice was that of using static electric 
charges in the separation of minerals in the commercial ores. The Blake-Morscher 
Electrostatic Ore Separation Company, for which Dr. Blake was director and engineer, 
was the outcome of patents pertaining to these phenomena. At least a dozen learned 
societies record Dr. Blake's membership. 






It is a pleasant thought that later years brought Dr. Blake many honors in recogni- 
tion of his reputation and distinguished achievements in pure and applied science. 
Among these honors were the two years Morse Lectureship at Union Theological 
Seminary, New York, and the invitation to give a series of public lectures in Denver, 
on later conceptions of matter, which series attracted much interest two years ago. 

This is a great record — but not nearly so great as the man himself. Scientifically 
reared, practically inclined, commercially recognized, Dr. Blake possessed a rare com- 
bination of qualities which have nothing in common with superficiality. Thorough- 
ness and accurate thinking were his guide in everything he thought, said or attempted 
and that is what inspired a sense of confidence in his presence. 

As an educator and scholar he cherished the traditions and defended the rights and 
privileges of the academician — ideals forever a sealed book to the layman. 

As inventor he worshipped the thought of making more comfortable and easing the 
lives of men by useful application of scientific discovery. 

As a business man he had the confidence of men in the commercial world who 
entrusted their millions to his handling — familiar with his skill and thoroughness and 
confident of his powers of organization. He rose through sheer force of intellect and 
loftiness of character. 

In the spring of 1915, when Dr. VVm. G. Haldane announced his decision not to 
become a candidate for the presidency of the Colorado School of Mines, Dr. Blake was 
invited to accept this office, but unfortunately for the School he declined.
